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He Committee of Parliament taking into their conſideration, the preſent Condition of 
the Regiments raiſed in this Kingdome, and now imployed, either within the ſame or in 
the Kingdome of England , Do finde the ſame to be "oy weake, through the numbers 
of Deficients and Runawayes that are wanting, and the ſſowneſſe of the Officers in put- 
ting to execution theſe publike Acts made againſt them: And that by the great number 
of Officers and ſmall number of Souldiers they- are become very burcenable to the 
Kingdome, and almoſt uſeleſſe for Service; Vet the Committee, to teſtiſie their deſires 
to have tliele Regiments Recruted, if the Officers will performe what is incumbent to 

chem in that behalfe, They have thought fit, ſor ſome time, to forbeare the re forming 

= thereof, And do declare, that if betwixt and the firſt day of May next, the weak Regi- 

ments of Foot ſhall not be made up to conſiſt of 600 at leaſt, and the Companies of 60. and the weak Regi- 

ments of Rorſe having eight Troups, to conſiſt of 320. and the Troupe of 40. beſide the Officers: then the Com- 

mirrees with the Armies reſpective , by advice of the Lord Generall, or Commander in chiefe , ihall reforme and 
joyne theſe Regiments to ſtronger as they ſhall raink fitting. 

And to the effect theſe Regiments may be the better made upbetwixtand the ſaid day, The Committee Ordains 
ſome Officers of each Regiment, To bring to the Committee of the Shire, out of which that Regiment was rai- 
ſed, A Liſt of ſuch perſons as were deſigned to have gone out in the publick Service, and did not go out; ot having 
gone out, did returne : And deſigne them by Name and ſirname , with the perſons and places from which they 
ſhould have come, or the Reſetters of ſuch as have come home; which being done, It is declared, That the Commit- 
tee of the Shire is obliged within Ten dayes thereafter, To deliver to the Officers theſe Defictents and Run-awayes, 
and any others that have come to that Shire without Teſtimonials (they not being claimed by other Regiments : ) 
And failing thereof, The Committee doth hereby Ordaine the Committee of Warre of the Shire, to make up and 
deliver to the Officers, the like number both of Horſe and Foot, within other Ten dayes, under the pains contained 
in the Acts of Parliament formerly made, for putting out of Horſe and Foot: Which Acts the Officers are Ordai- 

ned to proſecute and ſee put in execution. And if it ſhall be found that any Officers have, or ſhall receive money 
for Horſe and Men, and not furniſh and put them out, The Officers are to be caſheered , diſgraced, and ordained to 
conſign the Money in the hand of theClerk of the Commitee of the Shire,to be diſpoſed of as that Committee after 
heating of the parties ſhal think fitting: And theſe who gave the money,ſhal be ſtil obliged notwithſtanding thereof, 

to put out their Men and Horſe. And it is hereby recommended to the Commit: ees with the Armies, to fet downe 
ſome courle how Colonel Erestines Regiment, and theſe Regiments and Troups that were leavyed and not put out 


by the Shires, may be beſt recruted. And Ordains this Act to be Printed and Publiſhed at the Armies and Mar- 
Kot Croſſes of the Shires, that none pretend ignorance thereof.
